Administration and Guidance 
Prepare Students for the Future 


Led by Principal Robert Johnson, Assistant Administrators Richard Brooks, Brenda Chavis, Arva 
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Davidson, Anne Edison, and Jerry Scicchitano worked diligently each day towards communication and 
interaction with students, parents, and faculty. 

Brenda Chavis explained, “An assistant administrator's main goal is to encourage and motivate 
students to be successful in their daily lives, both socially and academically. 

The guidance department echoed the focus of the administration as counselors strove to assist students 
with problems and to guide them to make the best decisions for their future. To ensure success in high 
school, the group A3 was formed specifically to help ninth graders with Achievement, Attitude, and 
Attendance. Counselors aimed to keep informed of changes occurring in work fields and colleges. 

The extra efforts of the counselors paid off. Stephen Brooks reflected “Guidance has helped me to 
prepare for college by providing me with all the necessary information and helped me to narrow my 
choices.” 

Guidance, administration, and the faculty provided students with confidence and support, and found 
themselves receiving recognition to their efforts. After applying in October to be identified as a Blue 
Ribbon School, a school noted for leadership and high quality instruction, administrators found the 
application was one of 199 out 377 applicants to merit a visit by representatives from the federal level. 
Due to the quality of the initial application, Menchville also received the accolade of consideration for a 


ee 


New American High School Award. While the staff anticipated the important visits of representatives 
from each group in March and Aprril, additional honors were bestowed. The March 13, 2000 issue of 
Newsweek magazine named Menchville as 81 among the top, 100 Best Schools. Based in part on the 
number of students taking and passing AP tests, the honor was both exciting and unexpected. 

Principal Bob Johnson commented, “The recogntion by Newsweek was unexpected. I felt surprised 
and elated, but I have always felt that Menchville students and teachers were deserving of recognition for 
all that they do.”

Can you assemble an engine? Can you build a room? Do you have skills necessary for employment? 


Affiliated with Thomas Nelson Community College, the vo-tech program was designed to give 
students experience necessary to enter the work force. Through auto-repair, masonry, law enforcement, 
nursing, child care, and cosmetology classes, vo-tech students gained knowledge for assorted careers 
through simulations, internships, or actual on-the-job experience. 

Students found the course offerings appealing and saw them as stepping stones to careers. 

“Someday, I would like to work in a hair salon, or work with make up,” related cosmetology student 
Bobby Sue Edwards. 

Robert Marsh, a participant of the law enforcement vo-tech program, described “We learn how to do 
routine traffic stops and domestic violence calls. We have to fill out actual forms, and that can be hard.” 

In addition to gaining essential skills for a future career, successful completion of courses earned 
students college credits at T.N.C.C. Guidance counselor Norma Gaither remarked, “In addition to giving 
them experience for the work force, the program can save students money. Taking the same courses in 
college costs money, but the school system pays for the program.” Upon completion, students were at 
entry level for the work force, and as Gaither pointed out, “College bound students can benefit from 
having a job to help pay tuition costs.” 

Students who wished to participate in vo-tech applied for a position, usually as a rising junior or 
senior. Strong grades and attendance records were encouraged, and the program had a strict attendance 
policy. Cory Roach explained, “I go to vo-tech every morning for masonry. We learn different brick 
laying techniques.” 

Gaither summed up her thoughts, “We wish that more students would take advantage of the vo-tech 
program.”

Close your textbooks and open your minds. The art rooms offered just the place for students to 
move away from notes and lectures, and to move towards hands on exploration of materials and ideas. 

In Introduction to Art, Art I, and Computer Art, students were given an overall theme to explore in 
his or her own way. 

“In Mrs. Wessel’s Art I class, I made a clay snowman. Our assignment was create a clay container. 
We had to incorporate sculpture on the top and relate it to the sides of our container,” explained Stella 
Gurvich. 

Advanced students in Art II, Art III, and Independent Studies earned more responsibility in choosing 
desired materials and themes. Mrs. Debra Creech’s Independent Study students focused on an open- 
ended mixed media sculptural assignment. Students used everyday objects such as hardware, xeroxed 
images, wire, and plastic to create three dimensional forms. In addition, students were constantly 
required to develop ideas and complete observational drawings in sketchbooks outside of class. 

“The teacher gives us objectives and we consider them outside of class. We have overall themes, but 
the way we carry them out is more up to us, “related Travis Butler.” 

AP Art History students moved away from studio work and studied architecture, sculpture, and 
painting from prehistory to the twentieth century. Students did not need previous experience in art, but 
needed the desire to broaden their knowledge of art. 

“After taking Studio Art for three years, I decided I would like to move on to a more challenging 
class that was still in the art field,” stated Jessica Lomaoang. 

Whether they were critiquing an art work, painting on canvas, or drawing with pixels, participants 
found.art class to be a class where ideas could be shared.

Social studies teachers gave students a broader understanding of society and the world in which they 
live. The department, headed by Mrs.Sheila Meyers, was responsible for teaching government, psychol- 
ogy, sociology, United States history, world geography, and world history classes. 

With the addition of five new teachers, the Social Studies department grew to sixteen teachers and 





became one of the largest departments in the school. The growth was attributed the retirement of four 
teachers, the increasing demands of the advanced studies diploma which changed from a three credit 
history requirement to four, and the importance of passing the Standards of Learning test. 

While the World History SOL scores were among the highest on the peninsula, the U.S. History SOL 
scores were lower than expected. Students believed the low scores were due to nature of the questions. 
Lindsey Stief commented “The U.S. History SOL focused on specific details. Some of the information 
had not been covered yet.” 

To combat low test scores, history teachers began utilizing accelerated timelines which outlined 
when topics should be taught. In addition, social studies teachers stressed the importance of staying 
involved in current events. Mr. Brian McVey stated, “I try to keep up to date by using the internet and 
journals. I like to try to provide my psychology students with outside information.” 

Social studies students strove to excel at testing. As a result,they became knowledgeable in current 
events and the world around them.
